suddenly liberated. People in tho immedi- 
ate vicinity oil tho hotel hoard the rum- 
bling ol' I'uiiin,'; walls, tlio crash of glass in 
tt hundred windows .shivered into u tliou-

vonleu in pain or terror, and wivf a hugo 
metal object rise high in the air through 
tlio very center of the building nnd then 
fail upon the tarred root with a bang. It 
was an explosion tv-Mcli •WTecked tho 
roar part o£ the hotel between the ivtaga 
and the main huildinjj from tho base- 
ment to thu top floor, burying wholly or 
partly :i dozen o( the dining-room and 
kitchen girls und Keverol ot tho malo em- 
ployes of the liotel, killing one woman out- 
right und Injuring twenty other persons, 
two seriously land perhaps fatally. Tho 
"water bollerin the kitchen, which caused tho 
explosion, shot upward like u bullet trom u. 
gun, crashing through three Interven- 
ing floors and the rooil as though the parti- 
tions were tissue paper, and roao eotuo thirty 
or forty foot above tiie building. Mrs. E. M.

in-opening doors in thoir anxiety to reach 
tho street, while thoeo in front crushed 
their list) through the glass regardless of 
cut hands, their only thought being to got 
out or u buiiding which they supposed was 
about to l'a:l upon them. 


A moment later and tho lire department 


came rutting to tie scone. 
The men 


grabbed their imylcmonts, ana with no 
heed to personal clanger rushed into tho 
pile o£ debris to rescue tho wounded nnd 
recover tlie dead. A number ot the firemen 
braced the threatening lloor overhead^ 
threw ropes over and around It, aud in that 
manner made it safe for tho moment, while 
thoir comrades dug and sought in the rnb- 
bish and timbers for those who might bo 
burled there. 


Of those who had bean burlod in tho pile 


o£ fallen walla and timbers all but one wero 
noon extracted an'J given immediate csro. 
This one, Mrs. Gage, could not be found for 
fiovcral hours, when her dead body was dis- 
covered in the alley under a hugj^masa of 
wreckage. The body was horribly mutilated, 
the face being utterly unrecognizable. She 
was a widow und leaves one son, aged S 
yours. At the time of the accident sho was 
engaged directly behind tho fatal heater. 
Her death must havo been instantaneous. 
Tho front apartments of tho hotel wero 
transformed into a temporary hospital, 
whore tender hands and members of tho 
medical profession did oil within thoir pow- 
er to alleviate tho Bufferings of tho victims. 


Tho explosion was evidently caused by 


some of the pipes about tho range and 
water-tank havii j been frozen during tho 
night Tho force of tho explosion, direct 
upon the hot-water tank, was eunicient to 
force it upwards through four floors and 
the roof. It was found on the roof of the 
hotel, twenty feet from tho hole through 
which It had forced Its way,

You know that carrier pigeons have some-

This Gospel well, like tbe well spoken ot in 


tho text, is a well of Bethlehem. David had 
known hundreds of weils of water, but he i 
wanted to drink from that particular one, . 
and he thoughtnothing could slako his thirst 
like that 
And unless your soul and mine 


can get access to the fountain open tor fin 
and uncloanneaa wemuscdie. Thatfountain 
Is the weU of Bethlehem. It was dugin tlia 
night It was dug by the light of a lantern 
—the star that hung down over thc manger. 
It was dug not nt tlic gate of C:esar's palaces, 
not in the park of a Jerusalem biirgaimnakcr. 
It was dug in a barn. The camels lifted their 
weary heads to listen as the work went on. 
The shepherds, unable to sleep, beer.use the 
heavens wore tilled with bands o! music, 
came down to see the opening of thu well. 
Thc angels oi God, at the iirst gush of the 
living water,-dipped their chalices oi joy into 
it and drank to the health of earth and 
Heaven, ns they cried "Glory to God in tlio 
highest, and on earth peace." Sometimes in 
our modern barns the w.-.tcr is brought 
through tbe pipes of the city to the vary 
nostrils of the homes or eatt'.o; but this 
well in the IJethluhum bam was not so much 
for thc beasts that perish as So.- our race; 


thrlst smitten, desert traveled and simoon 
itrnck. Oil, my KOiil. weary with Bin. stoop 
down and drink to-day out of that Bctl-.le- 


m well! 
As tho hart panteth after tho water 


brooks, HO my soul panteth after Thee, 0 
God." Von would get a butter nnderfitand- 
lug of this amidst the Adlrondacks In sum- 
mer time. Here comes a swii's-footud deer. 
The hounds are close on the truck; it has 
leaped chasms and scaled cliffs; it is frigged 
out; its eyes aro roiling in death; itstonguo 
is lolling from its foaming mouth. 1'astcr 
tho doer, faster the dogs, until i: plunges 
into Scbroon hike and tho hounds can fol- 
low it no further, and It puts down its head 
and mouth until the uosu'll is clean NUD- 
merged in the cool wave, and I understand 
it. 
"As t.'ju hart pantcth for the water 


brook, so panteth my soul after Thee, O 
God." Oh, bring mo water from that well! 
Little child, who has learned of Jumis In the 
Stibbatli-schocl. bring mo some of tbat liv- 
ing water. Old inan, who 11 (ty years ago 
illdst find tho well, bring mo some of that 
water. Stranger iu a strange land, who 
used to hear eung amidst tho highlands of 
Scotland, to tho tune of "Bonnie Doon," 
"The Star, the Star of Bethlehem," bring mo 
some of that water. 
Whosoever urinketh 


of .that water shall never thirst. 
"Oh, that 


one would give rno drink of tho water ol 
tho well of Ucthlehciu, which Is by tho 
catc." 


Again, this Gospel well,like tho one spoken 


ot ia tho text, is a captured well David re- 
membered,-the tlir.c when that good water 
of Bu'.hlehem was in the possession o£ his 
ancestors. 
His father drank there, hie 


mother drank there. He rcmcmberod how 
tho water tasted when lie was a boy nnd 
came up thero from play. We never forget 
tho old well wo used to drink out of when 
wo wcro boys or girls. Tlioro was some- 
thing in it that blessed the lips and re- 
freshed thc brow better than any thlnjf wo 
have found since. 
As we think of that 


dear old weli the memories oS the past 
ilow Into each other like clirysta'.lne drops, 
sun-glinted, and all tbo more as we remem- 
ber that the hands that used to lay hold 
the ropo and the hearts that beat against 
thc well curb arc still now. V,"e never got 
over these reminiscences. 


George P. Morris, tlio great song writer 


of tills country, once said to mo that his 
song, "Woodman, Spare That Tree," was 
snug in a great concert hail, and tha mem- 
ories of eai'ly life were so \sTought upon the 
audience by that song that, after the sing- 
ing was done, an aged m.in arose In the 
audience, overwhelmed with emotion, and 
said: "Sir, will you please to tell me wheth- 
er tbe woodman really spareii tho tree?'1 
We never forgot tno treo under which wo 
played. Wo never forget .the fountain at 
which we drunk. Alas for the man who 
has no early memories! 


David thought of that well, that boyhood 


well, and he wanted a drink of it, buD ho 
remembered that tho Philistines had capt- 
ured It When those three men tried to 
como up to tho well in behalf of David, they 
saw swords gleaming around about it And 
this is true of this Gospel well. The Thi- 
llstinoa have at times captur cd it When wa 
como to take a full, old-lashioned drink of 
pardon and comfort, do no: their swords of 
indignation and sarcasm IlashV Why, tho 
skeptics tell us that wo can not come to 
that fountain! They say the water Is not 
lit to drink, anyhow. ""If you are roally 
thirsty now, thero ia thc well oi philoso- 
phy, 
there 
Is 
tha 
well 
of 
art, 


there is the well of science." They try to 
substitute, Instead of our boyhood t'aith, a 
modern mixture. They say a great many 
beautiful tilings about tbo soul, and they try 
to feed our Immortal hunger on rose loaves, 
and mix a mint julep of worldly stimulants 
when nothing will satisfy us but "a drink of 
water of the well of Bethlehem, which is 
at the gate." They try to starve ns 0:1 
hunks, when tha fnihcr'd banquet is ready, 
nnd thc best ring Is taken from tho casket, 
and tbo sweetest harp is struck for tho 
music, aud the swiftest foot is already lifted 
tor tho dancs. They patronize Heaven and 
abolish hoi:, and try to measure eternity 
•with tholr hour-glass, aud tho throne oi tho 
Ureat God with their yard-slick! I abhorit. 


I tell you tha old Gospel is a captured 


woll I pray God that thore may bo some- 
where In tho elect host three anointed men, 
•with courage enough to go forth in the 
strength of the omnipresent God, with tho 
glltterlnif sworJs of truth, to hew tho way 
back again to that old well. I think tho 
tide is turning, and that tho old Gospel is to 
.take its place again In the family, nnd in 
the university, and in the legislative ball. 
Men havo tried worldly philosophies, and 
have found out that they do notglvoany 
comfort, and tbat they drop an Arctic mid- 
night upon tho death pillow. They lail 
when there Is a death chill iu the house; 
and when tho sonl comes to leap into tlio 
fathomless ocean of eternity, they give to 
the man not so much as n broken spar to 
clic"1 to. Depend upon It, that well will 
como into our possession again, though It 
has been captured. 


If there bo not three anointed men In the 


Lord's host with enough consecration to do 
tha work, then tho swords will leap from 
Jehovah's buckler, and the eternal three 
will descend—God the Father, God the Son, 
God tbe Holy Ghost—conquering ior our 
dying race the waj' back again to "the water 
of*be well of Bethlobem, which ia by tho 
gate." "IE God bo for us, who can bo 
against us?" "If God epnred r.ot Ills own 
Son, but freely gave Him up for ns all, how 
shall Ho not wish'Him also freely give 113 all 
things?" "For I am persuaded that neither 
height nor depth, nor angclf, nor principal- 
ities, nor powers, >nor things present, nor 
things to come," shall take from us, into 
flnaf captivity, the Gospel of rr.y blessed 
Lord Jesus Christ 


Again, the Gospel well, like tho one spoften 


of iu iny text, Is a we'.l at The gate. Tho 
traveler stops tlio camel to-day aud gets 
clown and dips out of the Valley of the East 
some very beautiful, clear, bright water, and 
that Is out ot the very well that David 
longed for. Do you know that the well was 
at the gate, so that nobody could go into 
Bethlehem wlthoat going right pnst icy And 
so it Is with tills Gospel well—it is at the 
gate. It is. In the tlrst place, at tbo gate ot 
purification. We can not wash away our 
sins unless with that water. I take thc re- 
sponsibility of saying that thero is no man, 
woman or child in this house to-doy tbat 
has escaped slntul defilement 
Do you say 


it is outrageous and ucgullant Ior nie to 
rnako such a charge? Do you say: "I have 
never stolen, I have never blasphemed, I 
nave never committed unchastity, I have 
never been guilty of murder?" I reply you 
have committed r. sin worse than blas- 
phemy, worso than unchastity, worse than 


j theft, worso than murder. 
Vfo havo all 
! committed it Wo have., by our ell), re-cru- 
| cllicd tho Lord, and that is delcide. And if 


I thero bo any who daro to plead "not guilty" 


to the indictment, then the hosts of Heaven 
will bo Impaneled as a jury to render a 
unanimous verdict against us; guilty ono, 
jruilty all.

Shuhito, and Ellphas thc Temanltc, come 
in and talk, and talk, and talk, but miser- 
able comforters are they a'.L They can not 
pour light into the cave of Adullam. They 
can not bring a oiaglo draught oi water 
from "thc well of Bethlehem, which is 
by tho gate." But, glory be to Jeans Christ, 
there is comfort at tho gate! There is lifo

time, I will draw you a promise for every 
man, woman and child in this honse.

After you have been on a long journey, 


and you come lu aii bedusted and tired to 
your home, the first thing you want is re- 
freshing ablution; and I am glad to know 
that after we get through tho pilgrimage of 
this world—the hard, dusty pilgrimage—wo 
will find a well at the gato. 
In that ono 


wash, away will go ourl sins and nnd sor- 
rows. I do not caro whether cherub or 
seraph or my own departed friends in that 
blessed land place to my lips the cup, thc 
touch of that cup will bo liio, will be Heav- 
en. I was reading of bow tho ancients 
sought for the fountain of perpetual youth. 
They thought if they could only find and 
c'.rinkout oi that well, the old would be- 
come young again, the elck would bo cured, 
and everybody would havo eternal juver.es- 
cencc. Of course, they could r.ot find it 
Eureka! I havo found it—"tho water of the 
well of Bethlehem, which is by tho gate." 


I think we had better malic a bargain 


with those who leave ns, going out ot this 
world from time to time, as to where wo 
will moot them. Travelers parting appoint 
a place of meeting. They say: " We will 
meet nt I!omc. or wo will meet at Stock- 
liolm, or Vienna, or Jerusalem, or Bethle- 
hem." Now, when we coine to stand at 
the dca'jh pillow of those who nro leaving 
us for the far land, do not let us weep as 
thofigh we would never sec them again, but 
let us, there ttandiug, appoint a place 
whero we will meet.
